London, December 1: 
Late on Friday Night, arriv’d the Mail from Hol- 
land of Tuefday laft. 


From ‘the Leiden Courant, dated Dec. 7. 
Madrid, November 1. 

Everal Projects for raifing a Sum fufficient 
for carryingon the War the next Campaign, 
have been debated in Council ; but none 
was judg’d fo expedient as for the King to 
ask a Free Gift of all his Subjedts. The 

Court is in Hopes that: the Galleons will arrive the 
Beginning of the approaching Year, and fupply the 
King’s Coffers with a confiderable Sum of Money. 
They are diligently employ’d at Cadix in fisting 
out the Flotilla for New Spain ; and 6 French Men 
= War lye there, who tis fuppos’d are to convoy 
them. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated December 3. 

Lerida, Nov. 19. The Garrifon of the Caftle 
march’d our the 14th, at the Breach, in Number 
1000 Men, without including the Sick and Wouad- 
ed, with Arms and Baggage, Drums beating, 
Match lighted, and 2 .Pieces of Cannon, ac- 
cording to the Gapitulation. The Duke of Orleans 
made the Prince of Darmftad a Prefent of 2 other 
Pieces of Cannon and 1 Mortar. He pardon’d the Pea- 
{ants and Town{men, and gave them Leave to return 
to theirHoufes with what they had carry’d with them 
into theCaftle ; and that they might not be molefted, 
he caus’d all the Troops to retire out of the Town, 
and forbid them to return into it till che Inhabitants 
were peaceably fettled. The 15th his Royal High- 
nefs fent the Count d’Eftain with 2000 Horfe de- 
tach’d out of all the Cavalry, to eftablith Contri- 
butions throughout the Plains of Urgel, and in the 
Country beyond, as far as Tarragona. M. d’ Aren- 
nes was likewife detach’d with a Body of Foor, to 
march into the Kingdom of Valencia, and attack the 
Town of Morella, within 7 Leagues of Tortofa, 
poffefs’d by Miguelets. Since the taking of Lerida, 
many Inhabitants of the Mountains have return’d 
to Obedience. The Duke of Orleans will fet out 


the 22d or 23d for Saragoffa, thence to. go to Ma- ~ 


drid ; and Pact of his Houfhold are already gone 
before. 

From the Amft. Cour. and Gaz. dated Decem. 6. 

Vienna, Nov. 23. The Commiffioners appointed 
to put in Execution the Treaty with Sweden rela- 
ting to Silefia, not having begun to act till the 31ft 
of October, and fince done little or nothing, Count 
‘Zinzendorf ( who arriv’d here a few Days ago ) has 
plainly remonftrated. ro his Imperial Majefty that

Presbourg, to, be affi- 
ftant to-the Cardinal of Saxe-Zeyts in--treating of 
an Accommodation with the: Malecontents ; who 
cis. advis’d. have entertain’d a high Opinion of his 
Eminency. Mean while Parties of the! Malecontents 
-have committed great Ravages and Cruelties about 


Oedenburg and in Stiria, which is but an ill Speci- 
men of their Difpofition to Peace. The States of 
the Lower Auftria find fome Difficulty to fettle 
Ways and Means for raifing the Supply requir'd of 
them ; and hold, Conferences about it daily. There 
is a Talk at this Court, of renewing the Proceedings 
againft the Duke of Mantua, in Order to have him 
put under the Ban of the Empire by the Dier at Ra- 
tisbon.

Breflau, Nov. 20. On Thurfday laft the Gates of 
this City were kept open till 8 at Night, when the 
Imperial Commiffioners arriv'’d from the Principality 
of Wolaw: To Day they go from hence to Brieg ; 


where the Lutherans of the Principality of Munfter- 


berg are to attend them and Baron Strahlenbeim, to 
give in their Account what Churches and Schools 
in that Principality ought to be reftor'd to them pur- 
fuant to the Treaty with Sweden. Withina Day 
or 2, a frefh Order came from the Emperour di- 


‘reed to the forefaid Commiffioners, by which the 


Roman Catholick Clergy are eajoyn’d on the feve- 
reft Penalties, to reftore without further Delay all 
the Churches and Schools belonging to the Pro- 
teftants ; his Imperial Majefty being abfolutely de- 
termin’d to make good the foremention’d Treaty. 
The Jefuites in particular, make great Oppofition 


-to it, urging that. tho’ the leaft Part of them are 
- Natives of Silefia, they have contributed great Sums 


to the repairing of Churches, &c. in this Country ; 
and that when they.are reimburs'd 180000 Rix- 
dollars, they will refign: But Baron Strahlenheim 
rejects this Propofition. 

From the Amfterdam G&zette, dated Decem, 6. 

Letters from Poland of the 24th of November, 
confirm that the Swedifh Army had decamp’d from 
about Slupza,to advance towards Thorn : But’twas not 
known which way they defign’d afterwards to direct 


their March. Some are of Opinion that they will 


pafs the Viftula below Thorn ; but that they will not 
move to any great Diftance from Pruffia, that they 
may preferve the Commodioufnefs of the Sea, for 
fubfifting their Troops during the Winter.

We have no News from the 
Swedith Army : But we are inform’d half that Ar- 
my is to Winter in Pruffia.

Royal Highnefs has acquainted the King that the 
* raking of Lerida has open’d a Way to him to ex- 
1 tend Contributions very far into Catalonia, and 
“that he has diftributed his Army into Winater- 
* Quarters along the Frontier of thac Principality, 
‘in fuch a Manner that on Occafion he can foon 
* draw them together. He defires the King that he 
‘ may bave the Recruits for bis Army affoon as pol 
* ble, becaufe the Seafon in that Country will per- 
* mit the Opening of the Campaiga earlier than in 
* other Parts. Upon this, the King bas renew'd his 
* Orders in moft exprefs Terms to all the Intendants 
* of Provinces, thac the Number of Recruits to be 
* rais’d by the Parifhes, may be compleated with all 
* imaginable Diligence ; ic being bis Mojeity’s In- 
* rention that bis Army in Spain fhould be in a Con-

* Regimen:s of the other Armies : To that End the 
Officers are to f{pread rhem{elves in the Provinces, 
‘to lift Men: And thofe who compleat their Com- 
* panies by a certain Time, are promis’d 2 Gratifi- 
* cation double co what was ufual. ’Tis rumourd 
‘ That fome Regiments have Order to approach 
* Neufcharel : But the moft intelligent Perfons give 
‘no Credit toit: Their Reafon is, fach a Pro- 
* ceeding could only ferve ro alarm the Swifs, when

* irritate them, having Need of Horfes and Men
